I  first  started  collecting  coins  at  about  age  eight  checking  change  received  from 
my  paper  route  and  trying  to  fill  the  holes  in  the  old  Whitman  coin  albums.  Of 
course  I  soon  advanced  to  going  through  rolls  of  pennies  from  local  banks. 
Some  of  my  best  finds  came  at  school  when  I  was  the  cashier  at  the  lunch 
room.  I  found  not  only  nice  Lincoln’s  and  Buffaloes,  which  you  would  ex¬ 
pect,  but  on  three  different  occasions  I  received  Large  Cents  to  pay  for 
school  meals. 

As  a  youngster  I  used  to  ride  the  streetcar  from  the  end  of  its  line  in  Urban- 
dale,  Iowa,  to  the  library  in  downtown  Des  Moines  to  attend  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Des  Moines  Coin  Club.  The  club  was  a  treasure  trove  of 
coins  and  information.  There  were  exotic  items  like  four-dollar  gold  “Stel¬ 
las,”  Chain  cents,  and  1796  quarters  as  well  as  the  more  common  three- 
legged  buffalos,  Barber  half  dollars,  and  Indian  Head  pennies. 

Later,  when  I  could  drive,  I  had  a  circuit  of  half  dozen  coin  club  meetings  that  I 
regularly  attended.  I  would  check  out  the  ads  in  the  major  coin  magazine  of  the  day, 
The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine,  decide  what  to  look  for,  and  make  my  circuit  to  buy 
coins  on  my  list  at  the  current  prices.  Six  or  seven  months  later  I  would  make  the  circuit  looking  to  sell  these  same 
coins  at  a  handsome  profit.  I  was  very  successful  in  this  endeavor.  The  secret  of  course  was  that  when  I  looked 
at  the  ads,  I  was  looking  for  what  was  not  being  sold.  If  no  national  dealer  was  selling  1937-S  quarters,  1942-D 
dimes,  or  1912-S  “V”  nickels,  then  that  was  what  I  looked  for  in  the  coin  shops  and  at  local  club  meetings.  Since 
the  dealers  didn’t  have  them  to  sell,  when  they  again  became  available  on  the  market,  the  price  tended  to  be 
higher  than  before.  I  had  for  example  great  success  in  buying  1950-D  nickels  at  $8.00  a  roll  before  they  started 
on  their  roller  coaster  ride  that  led  to  me  selling  them  at  $400.00  a  roll,  buying  them  back  at  $140.00  to  $160.00  a 
roll  when  the  price  decreased,  and  selling  them  later  for  as  much  as  $800.00  a  roll.  I  didn’t  care  about  the  nickels, 
but  I  saw  an  opportunity  to  make  some  money.  And  I  haven’t  owned  any  1950-D  nickels  since. 


The  military  beckoned  (remember  we  had  a  draft  back  then)  and  I  entered  the  US  Army  for  what  turned  out  to  be 
a  long  and  successful  career.  I  spent  most  of  my  service  time  in  Southeast  Asia  but  ended  up  in  Germany  for 
a  while  before  ending  my  active  duty  service  in  1978.  I  remained  in  the  Reserves  and  retired  from  the  Army  for 
good  in  1995.  When  I  got  back  to  the  states  a  few  years  prior  to  retiring  from  active  duty  I  found  that  coin  prices 
had  tripled.  I  thought  the  people  paying  those  prices  were  all  nuts  so  I  sold  what  I  had  and  stopped  collecting. 

I  was  out  of  the  coin  market  for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1 978  when  I  returned  from  Europe  I  wandered  into  a  coin 
shop  in  Shawnee  Mission,  Kansas,  and  found  a  book  that  rekindled  my  interest  in  coin  collecting.  That  book  was 
Buy  the  Book  Before  the  Coin  by  Dave  Bowers.  I’m  sure  he  would  have  been  proud.  And  I  looked  at  the  pictures 
in  the  1971  edition  of  American  Half  Cents  the  “Little  Half  Sisters”  by  Roger  S.  Cohen,  Jr.  and  I  thought  to  myself, 
“These  coins  are  atrocious;  I  have  seen  better  half  cents”.  So  I  set  out  to  find  them. 

I  was  a  collector  of  modest  means.  You  don’t  need  to  be  rich  to  build  a  significant  collection,  but  you  do  need  a 
plan  and  you  must  set  your  priorities  to  achieve  your  goals.  The  coins  in  this  collection  are  the  result  of  my  quest, 
and  I  believe  I  achieved  all  my  collecting  goals.  And  i  had  fun  and  made  many  great  friends  along  the  way.

1781(1783)  Libertas  Americana  Medal  in  Bronze  Betts-615.  EF-40.  Weight 
802.0  grains;  diameter  47.8  millimeters.  Attractive  glossy  medium  chocolate 
brown.  The  surfaces  are  smooth,  void  of  any  hint  of  corrosion  or  verdigris. 
Minor  contact  marks  can  be  found  on  both  sides,  none  distracting  and  all  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  grade.  Good  identifying  marks  are  a  light  rim  bruise  over  SINE 
and  a  small,  dull  nick  on  the  rim  under  the  19  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse.  These 
medals  were  commissioned  by  Benjamin  Franklin  as  a  tribute  to  American  in¬ 
dependence  and  were  struck  in  Paris,  France,  in  1783  (a  few  in  silver  and  more 
in  bronze).  He  distributed  them  to  government  dignitaries,  including  members 
of  the  Continental  Congress.  The  exact  number  of  medals  struck  is  unknown, 
but  Franklin’s  intent  was  to  distribute  a  medal  to  every  member  of  Congress  in 
addition  to  other  highly  placed  government  officials  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlan¬ 
tic.  Dave  Bowers  estimates  the  number  of  surviving  bronze  medals  is  between 
100  and  125  today.  The  classic  beauty  of  this  famous  Liberty  Cap  design  by 
Augustin  Dupre  (perhaps  with  guidance  from  Franklin  himself)  is  well  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  lightly  circulated  example  offered  here.  It  has  been  widely 
conjectured  that  the  Liberty  Cap  design  used  on  our  first  half  cents  was 
inspired  by  the  obverse  design  of  the  Libertas  Americana  medal.  The 
similarities  are  too  obvious  to  ignore,  and  the  argument  inspired  Ray 
Rouse  to  add  one  of  these  medals  to  his  half  cent  collection.  But  see 
the  following  lot  for  an  alternate  opinion.

It  is  included  here  with  the  Ray  Rouse  half  cent  collection  because  this  medal  may  be  the  REAL  model  for  the  Liberty  Cap  design 
used  foi  our  first  halt  cents.  Breen  suggested  this  possibility  in  his  half  cent  encyclopedia  (page  67),  and  a  direct  comparison  of  the 
designs  certainly  supports  this  position.  Not  only  are  the  Liberty  Cap  designs  more  similar,  but  the  wreath  design  on  the  reverse  is  a 
credible  model  for  the  reverse  design  used  on  our  early  half  cents,  right  down  to  the  use  of  a  ribbon  tied  with  a  bow  to  connect  the 
stem  ends.  We  may  never  know  tor  sure,  but  the  argument  in  favor  of  the  Lyon  medal  has  a  lot  going  for  it.  That’s  why  an  example  is 
included  here  (For  a  more  indepth  examination  of  this  issue,  see  Ray  Rouse's  article  in  the  July  2008  issue  of  Penny-Wise,  the  official 
newsletter  of  the  Early  American  Coppers  Club).
